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BREEDING DATES FOR WA SHINGTON BIRDS . 
By J. Hooper Bowles. 

The following list consists of records sent in by the different club members. 
Naturally it is very incomplete* but having it thus in print will bring before the 
members many omissions that they can doubtless fill, which, otherwise, might not be 
brought to their attention. 

It has been thought wise to include all birds that have given fairly good evidence 
of nesting within the boundaries of the state, even though the nest may not have been 
actually found. Young very recently from the nest, when being fed by parents, for 
example. 

The birds of the state are practically divided into three classes:- those that 
nest only in the mountains, those that nest only west of the Cascade Mountains, and 
those that nest only east of the Cascade Mountains. In those belonging to the first 
class we have put (M) after the name, in those belonging to the second class (W), and 
in those belonging to the third class (E). A number of species are found nesting on 
both sides of the mountains, in which case we ho%*e not put any sign. 

The dates listed below are when full sets containing fresh eggs have been found — 
in a few cases an allowance has been made for incubated eggs, or young birds in the 
nest. The "mean" date, or period when fresh eggs are most likely to be found, is at 
times rather difficult to place, owing to some species raising two cr three broods. 
The "early"dates are of the earliest records for fresh complete sets. The "late" 
dates are the latest records for fresh complete sets. Members are especially urged 
to send in to the editor any nesting records, with dates, of species in this list 
having no nesting dates recorded herein.

just plain slate-grey colored and very tame." Yes, that's the Kadiac Pine Grosbeak. 
It says woowellic, certainly, if you like to think so, but you can't articulate a 
bird's song any more than you can whistle the Ten Commandments.
